Banking and Currency 
Committee, was “in consultation three 
separate times yesterday ‘with leading 
bankers at the Waldorf, after which he 
declared that there would-be no changes 
in the currency bill in any*material re- 
spect before its introduction into Con- 
gress.’ President Wilson's currency mes- 
sage preliminary to the introduction of 
the bilt is to be read’by him to Congress 
to-day. In Washington yesterday. Sec- 
retary of State Bryan gave an enthusi- 
astic G. K. te the whole bill. Senator 
Burton of Ohio, a member of’ the Mone- 
tary Commission, condemned the bill. 

Senator “Owen here ~ emphasized his 
statement that there would be no ma- 
terial changes in ‘the bill by giving argu- 
ments in reply to the principal ob- 
jections the bankers had raised.

.Pestimony ‘bearing on the second ap- 
praisal of the estate of Joseph Pulit- 
zer, proprietor of The New York World 
and The. St. Louis Post-Dispatch, . fs 
practically completed. Joseph I. Berry, 
the transfer tax appraiser in charge, 
will begin to review the testimony this 
week. He has been absent from the 
city for. some time in the West, but re- 
turned to NeW York on Saturday; 

In the first appraisal, which was re- 
jected by Surrogate Cohalan, the total 
estate of Mr. Pulitzer ‘was valued at 
$18,525,116. The value of- The World 
was placed at $3,080,955 and of The Post- 
‘Dispatch at $1,116,717. This, Surrogate 
Cohalan said, in rejecting the report,’ 
allowed ‘The World to be capitalized on 
a basis of. 19 per cent. and’ The Post- 
Dispatch on a basis’ of -almost 37 per 
‘cent. He pointed out that on a 5 per 
cent, basis The World would be capital- 


1 ized at $11,000,000 or.more and The Post- 


Dispatch at $8,000,000, making the total 
estate $32,000,000, or almost $14,000,000 
more than the figure at which it had 
been appraised. The attorneys for The 
World asserted that owing to the con- 
ditions of the newspaper business a 
much higher percentage of return should 
be allowed as a basis of capitalization. 

The testimony discloses. no witness 
who values The World at the Cohalan 
figures. The highest figure for The 
World was $5,000,000, as valued by 
Charles M. Palmer, a.yewspaper broker, 
who appraised’ The Post-Dispatch at a 
maximum of $2,700,000. Other witnesses 
gave lower figures. 

Value of Mr. Pulitzer’s Services.

How Hearst Hurt The World. . 


Tracing the history of The New York 
World, Mr. Seitz said that it started to 
prosper in 1893, and: that The Evening 
World did ‘moderately. About that time, 
he said, he had. become. connected with 
The Worldmanagement. 

In the Fall of 1895, he said, William 
Randolph Hearst came to New York. 
Hearst, Mr. Seitz testified, “ hired away 
our best people in all departments, me- 
‘chanical, ‘editorial, and business, and he 
made Very rapid strides in pushing his 
New’ York morning circulation.”

TWO BOYS DROWNED 
IN NIAGARA RAPIDS 


Swept to Death in Whirlpool as 
Helpless Hundreds 
Look On. — 


Special to The New York Times. 

NIAGARA FALLS, June. 22, — While 
hundreds of men and women along the 
river bank looked on ‘nelplessly, Hubert 
Moore, 11 years old, and Donald Roscoe, 
9, were carried to death ih the whirlpool 
rapids at 5 o’clock this afternoon.. The 
boys, with Eliot. Thompson, 12, -had 
ventured-a few. yards. from the shore 
in @ small flat-bottomed scow near the 
low station. of. the hydraulic . power 
company, half a mile above the rapids. 
& rope-nolding the boat broke and they. 
were, carfied out into the. stream. 
Thompson, ‘bolder, than. the _ others, 
leaped into the water. and got to shore 
with the assistance of men who waded 
into .the river. 

There was a cry fromthe spéctators 
as the little boat was carried into mid- 
stream and the boys shouted for help. 
Ag the scow swung down’ the river. the 
boys clung to each other.. It was too 
late then to get word to employes on 
the railroad bridge. An onlooker turned 
in an alarm for the Fire Department. 
Firemen arrived just as the boat was 
carried. under the bridge. Although 
they had ropes and ladders, they were 
forced to stand by and’ see the children 
go to death. 

Apparently, the boys realized all hope 
was gone when the boat passed. the 
bridge, for they were seen to rise in the 
boat, which, was rocking badly, and 
clasp each. other by the hand. Their 
cries were heard by the crowd which 
ran along the shore. Just as the little 
craft approached the edge of the whirl- 
pool rapids, one of the boys waved his 
hand in farewell to those on the shore, 
according to the story told by several 
of the spectators. 

Great Wave Engulfs Them. 

Tt was only a second later that the 

children were engulfed by the crest of 


a°great wave in the 1apids and the boat! 


disappeared. One of the boys was seen 
for a moment struggling in the swirling 
waters,

who was in charge of the two companies 
of firemen on the bridge, at no time was 
there a chance to.save abe boys. Scores

- Spectators said the boys remained 
brave in the face of death, and that as 
the boat caught in Swift Drift, the first 
breaking of the water from the calm 
upper reachés to‘the rapids, and. began 
to rock violently, they sat down and 
clung to .the sides of the;craft. The 
rapid waters of Swift Drift)carried the 
boat under the cantilever, bridge, and 
hen, if there had been any hope be- 
ore of saving the lads, it was gone. 

Inspector Maurice O’Brien, immigra- 
tion officer on the lower steel arch 
bridge, and Levitt Ackley, the’ bridge 
agent, told of being forced to watch 
helplessly while the boat was carricd 
down the stream. The craft held its 
course safely until it came to the crest 
of the big wove. Then it seemed to 
dive into the very middle of the wave, 
and when next it Speente it was Over- 
turned. The watchers saw the head 
“a ap of the boys for a moment after 
that. 

It .is thenehs the bodies of the lads 
were crushed by driftwood in the whirl- 
pool and may never be found. It was 
recalled that the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eldridge Stanton of Toronto and Bur- 
rel) Heacock of Cleveland, the victims 
of the ice bridge tragedy of Feb. 4, 1912, 
were battered badly by cakes of ice. 
The boat which carried Moore and Ros- 
coe to death made the half mile from 
the. point where it broke away to the 
rapids in twelve minutes. 

The weather was perfect here to-day 
and the boys were among many hun- 
dreds who had gone to the shore of the 
river. The boat into which the young- 
-sters ventured, was owned by a fisher- 
man. It was ‘fastened to the shore by 
what seemed to them to be a strong 
rope. They were playing boatmen and 
were so engrossed in their game that 
it was two or three seconds after the 
rope broke before they realized what 
had happened. 

All the boys lived in. Niagara. Falls, 
and were members of well-known fami- 
lies. It was said to-night that Roscoe’s 
mother was dangerously ill at her home 
in Ashland Avenue, and had not. been 
told of- her son’s death. Moore lived in 
Elmwood: Avenue, Thompson's home is 
in the same thoroughfare.

That the employment ef. married .wo- 
men in public scheols is against public 
policy and detrimental.to the efficiency 
of teaching is the subStance of the find- 
ings of the Committee on Elementary 
Schools. of the Department of Education 
in its investigation of the charges of 
neglect of duty preferred against Mrs. 
Bridget C. Peixotto, who was the teach- 


-er in charge,of Public School 14 in the 


Bronx. . Mrs. Peixotto’.was . suspended 
for neglect:of duty for_remaining at her 
home at 41 St. Nicholas Terrace, in Man- 
hattan, to perform the duties of mother- 
hood. 

The report of the committee, which will 
be presented to the Board of Education 
for adoption at,its' meeting. on Wednes- 
day, not only decides.against the teach- 


.jer’s plea .of- ‘‘motherhood,’® but makes 


a@ sweeping review of the status of the 
married - women teachers: in the public 
schools. 

It is ‘expected that the report will be 
approved by.a=imajority of the. board, 
and that all teachers’affected by the. rul- 
ing will be dismissed. from the servicet 
In. that évent Mrs. Peixotto’s attorney 
proposes. to carry the matter to the 
courts for a final decision as to the pow- 
ers, of the: board. 

Another case of similar chsectas is 
that of Mrs, .Catherine ©. Bdgell;. a 
teacher of physical training inthe Hras- 
mus High School in Brooklyn, who 
was refused. a leave of absence. for one 
year to become a mother. and raise her 
child. The board denied her--applica- 


tion after it had been granted by the 
Committee-on High Schools.

The Board's Power in the Premises 


The report of the committee, of which 
Abraham Stern, attorney, is Chairman, 
says it wishes to meet squarely and 
fairly the question at issue, not only in 
this particular case, .but whether all 
others. similarly situated should. be -re- 
tained in the service, and adds: 

“It has been*freauently stated. that 
the courts have decided that a teacher 


who marries cannot be. remorse, B23 
ea ae }.

upon’ its books a by- law: which provided 
that the marriage of a teacher while in 
the system should be- equivalent to a 
resignation, and upon the happening of 
that event the teacher was automatic- 
ally: dropped from the rolls without fur- 
ther-action on the part of this board. 

‘Tt. was decided that this by-law was 
void;».that it was in contravention of 
the ‘charter; which provided ‘that. a 
teacher could only be removed for neg- 
lect of duty, insubordination, gross mis- 
conduct, or inefficiency, after -charges 
were preferred, and that she was. en- 
titled to a hearing. 

“It will, therefore, be seen that as.to 
the policy of retaini married women, 
the courts have expressed no Opinion. 

Another case in which the status of 
married women in the schools was 
brought into question was an attempt 
to question the legality of. the present 
by-law preventing the appointment of 
married women. board was sus- 
tained in its contention that it had the 
power to make the by-law. 

‘It will thus be seen that the courts 
have at no._time expressed an opinion as 
to the policy of appointing, retaining, 
or removing married women. This is & 
matter peculiarly within the jurisdiction 
of this board, and unless aribtrarily car- 
ried out should not be interfered with.’ 

The retention of married women it 
the schools under the circumstaticts 
presented in this case, the committee 
reports, must be considered by the ef- 
fect-upon the pupil and the general con- 
duct of the schools. 

“Tt must be conceded that our main 
and primary function is the education 
of the child,’’ the report says. ‘‘ If this 
function is ‘impaired, it cannot be com- 
pensated by: an increase in the ‘quantity 
of the p ms “ex > if the quality is neg- 
lected. fojows, as a-matter of 
course, that maternity necessitates fre- 

uent and long absences. from. duty. 
This in itself jp me the employment 
of substitutes, o are in many cases 
a mere makeshift,.and the pupil suffers. 
In a large system like ours, if this. con- 
dition is tolerated the neglect of the in- 
terests of: the child in the school will be 
correspondingly increased. 

The Teacher’s Fitness Impaired. 

‘It is not alone the absence of the 
teacher which affects the pupil, but 
even when present her teaching. effi- 
ciency’ must necessarily be affected. ‘It 
is obvious that. the care of a class of 
children and the continuous routine of 
the school work necessarily “involves 
great strain. Her own physical condi- 
tion is more or less impaired, her nerv- 
ous condition is not normal, and her 
attention is inevitabl if she 
has the maternal instinct as to what is 
happening at home. This is intensified 
on occasions when her child was ill, which 
so frequently happens during infancy.

BURTON SEES DANGER. 


Inflation and Speculation His Fears 
from This Currency Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June  22.—Senator 
Burton of Ohio, a membér.of the Mone- 
tary Commission, gave out to-day a 
statement in’ which he pointed out 
wherein the Administration ‘currency 
bill resembled features of the Aldrich 
plan praposed by the Monetary Com- 
mission, and also told of the differences 
between the two plans. Senator Burton 
criticises the provision in the Adminis- 
tration measure which gives the Federal 
Government absolute contro] over’ the 
proposed national banking system: and 
does mot: permit the: -member banks to 
have any say in its management. With 
reference to the provision “or an issue 
of $500,000,000 in circulating notes, he 
asserted that ‘“the possibilities for in- 
flation or speculation under such a plan 
cannot ke exaggerated. 

This is Senator Burton's statement: 

“The most striking difference is the 
proposed creation of not less than 
twelve so-calleqd ‘regional’ Federal re- 
serve banks, of which existing national 
banks are to be the stockholders, under 
the direction of a Federal Reserve 
Board, consisting of seven members, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary 
of Agriculture, the Controller of the Cure 
rency and four other appointees of the 
President. As distinguished from this 
plan the Monetar Commission rec- 
ommended a central reserve association 
with fifteen branches. Under the 
ore system each bank is independ- 
ent. 

“In many of its egsential features the’ 
bill adopts the plan of the Monetary 
Commission. The reserve banks to be 
ereated are to receive deposits only from 
the Government and from banks which 
are members. The Government is to de- 
posit its funds with. the regional banks 











and its disbursements are to be made 


from them. Under eack: plan, State 
banks and trust companies may also be- 
come members if they conform to regu- 
lations imposed upon national banks. 
The provisions relating to loans and in- 
vestments which ma made are much 
the same. The bill follows the commis- 
sion’s plan in providing for investments 
in bills accepted 4 banks. Each. seeks 
to provide for, banking facilities in for- 
eign countries. Under both, the surplus 
earnings, after payment of 5 per “ceni. 
dividends on the stock and the accumu- 
lation of a surplus fund of 20 per cent., 
shall be: paid: into the United States 
Treasury. Each. authorizes national 
banks, under limitations, to make mort- 
gage loans. In many.other matters. per- 
taining to the rights and responsibilities 
of the institution or institutions created, 
the regulations included in the Admin- 
istration bill are copied from the plan 
of the Monetary Commission. 

“On the other hand, there are vital 
differences besides that between a cen- 
tral association d regional banks. 
Under the Monetar¥ Commission plan it 
was optional with the national banks to 
become members; under the pro : 
bill .it. is compulsory: The governing 
board, made. up.of\ appointees of the 
President, may require any Federal re- 
serve bank to discount the paper of any 
other Federal. reserve bank. 

“Such a rule, especially in time of 
stress or panic, under which one hank 
eould arbitrarily. be compelled to lend 
its funds to another, might and prob- 
ably would cauge the most. serious in- 
justice. The bdard is also author- 
ized to fix arbitrarily the rates of 
discount or interest .which may bé 
different in«.different .regions. There 
is another feature oc difference between 
the two propositions arising from the 
creation of twelve scattered and inde- 
pendent banks; the Secretary of the 
Treasury may arbitrarily apportion 
the Government deposits, giving to any 
reserve bank in any section of the coun- 
try guch amount as he may choose. 
This, as well as the ordering of loans 
from one regional bank to another, 
would .tend to destroy wholesome co- 
operation and cause frritation and fric- 
tion among the various bariks. 

“One important difference is in the 
provision for,;note issues. The Mone- 
tary Commission plan contemplates the 
cancellation..of the curreney~ot national 
banks and the taking .up of the bonds 
now held by them as security therefor. 
The Administration plan.seems te; intend 
that this foérm of, currency, as .well as 
other issues, shall continue in circula- 
tion, and authorizes in addition thereto 
notes not to éxceed $500,000, which

shall be receivable forall. taxes, .cus- 


; toms and other. public dues.. This cur- 


rency is to be issued by. the Government 
with the approval of the reserve board 
on the request of any reserve bank. The 
banks which’ receive the, currency are 
compelled to’ maintain a reserve in gold 
or lawful money of only one-third the 
amount of the ‘Government. or Treas- 
ury notes allowed to them, with a de- 
posit of bills receivable, as collateral se- 


curity equal in amount to the sum of, 


the notes thus supplied. é 

‘* The possibilities for inflation or spec- 
ulation under such a plan cannot be ex- 
aggerated. It should be carefully borne 
in mind that the most essential reform 
of our banking and currency system is a 
better utilization of reserves. - 
amount of money now in pkg >, reg is 
amply sufficient if readily available. It 
is altogether too iarge in times of slack 
demand, and this leads to speculation 
and injudicious investments. Our per 
eapita circulation is already larger than 
that of any other civilized nation with 
one exception, where. different condi- 
tions exist; it is larger by nearly $15

22.—Political and in- 
tellectual Germany has not for years 
been so torm asunder as at the pres- 
ent moment over. the action of. the /a 
City of Breslau in banning Gerhart 
Hauptmann’s epic centenary drama on 
the ground of its alleged patriotic 
tendencies. : 

As readers of Tite New York Trae 
have already beén informed, the 
drama, which the poet was commis- 
sioned to write by the authorities of 
his ‘native province for their cen- 
tenary exposition, - was - summarily 
“taken off” last week in conseguence 
of objections by the Crown Prifce 
and certain supér-loyalists, ‘who ’con- 
sidered that it glorified Napoleon in- 
stead of the heroes of the War of 
Liberation. 

The impression is gaining ground 


that Roman Catholic influences, which 


predominate in” Silesia, are ‘mainly 
responsible for -the humiliation put 
upon a bard who had just won 4a 
Nobel prize in the name of German 
literature. Breslau is the Fatherland’s 
Baltimore, being the seat of Cardinal 
Kopp, the principal German Cardinal. 

Hauptmann's epic launches several 
shafts at priestcraft and the Papacy, 
but they do not exaggerate the at- 


mosphere of the pegiod. They seem, 


nevertheless, to be looked upon by 
the Vatican’s German hot aptuaramaardha 
as intolerable slander. 

The country in the meantime is 
fairly divided into Hauptmann and 
anti-Hauptmann camps. Their charges 
and counter-charges fill the press, 
dominate private conyersation, and 
are so all-pervasive that they have al- 


Except in ultra-patriotic and Ro- 
manist -quarters.  Breslau’s action is 
considered utterly indefensible. Lib- 
eral-minded Germany, even that sec- 
tidn Which has. never approved 
Hauptmann, is outraged. It declares 
that the Conservative-Clerical régime 
has given fresh proof that reaction is 
enthroned in modern Germany. 

Hauptmann is the recipient of sym- 
pathetic greetings from freethinkers 
in all parts of the world. University 
Faculties, .members of Parlidment, 
student organizations, leagues. of 
writers, and other bodies:are pouring 
in on him messages condemning the 
“dragooning of literature.” 

Friedrich Hardt, the distinguished 
Weimar scholar, sums ‘up the liberal 
view thus: 

“ Hauptmann’s play epitomizes the 
spirit of 1813. Breslau’s action’ epito- 
mizes the spirit .of 1913.””. 

Hauptmann, replying to‘a telegram 
of commiseration from progressive 
members of the Reichstag, says: 

* After that which I have now ex- 
perienced and am daily experiencing I 


congratulate myself on the unsought. 


mission which fate has assigned to 
me. Without desiring to attack any 
one, I had to give expression as a 50- 
year-old man and a German to my sin- 
cere’ conception of the spirit of the 


great period. 
“TI shall continue loyal to my motto, 


‘Go your own way straight and mercy 
will come to you.’ By that, however, I 
do not mean mercy from anybody but 
God, who alone has it to dispense.” 

The final phase of the poet’s mes- 
sage is a thrust at certain exalted per- 
sonages. 

THE NEw York TIMES correspond- 
ent spent an afternoon in reading the 
libretto of the; banned drama. In- 
stead of* being Laditious, it is full‘ of 
patriotic imagery. Into the mouths of 
Bliicher,  Gneisenau, Scharnhorst,

IN. REPLY ‘TO  CHIROL 


Points to Racial Problem in Canada 
and:to the Boers in South 
Africa.

LONDON, Monday, June 23.—Ad- 
miral-Mahan, replying to Sir Valen- 
tine Chirol’s: recent article on the Jap- 

anese-Ameri¢an situation, sends to The 

Times a lengthy letter, which that 
newspaper describes, as “the clearest 
analysis. that has ‘yet been written 
of the American attitude toward Jap- 
anese immigration.” 

Admiral Mahan holds that while Sir 
Valentine Chirol gives no decisive re- 
ply as to whether Japan is entitled 
to rank among..the civilized nations 
whose citizens the American Republic 
{s ready to welcome, the whole tone of 
his paper implies this affirmative. He 
goes on: : 

“In my own appreciation there is 
no necessary connection ,between the 
nation’s status, as a great power, and 
her right to receive for her people the 
privileges of immigration and natural- 
ization in the tezritory of another 
State, and the reasonings adduced in 
support of the proposition seem to me 
to be defective both-in some of their 
assertions and still more in ignoring 
certain. conspicuous facts. Prima 
among these facts is that of t pop- 
ular will, upon which in. the funda- 
mental conceptions of both the Brit- 
ish and the American Governments 
the policy of the nation must rest. 
Be -the causes what they may—eco- 
nomical, industrial, social, racial or 
all four, and if there be any other 
motives—the will of the people is the 
law of the Government.” 

“So far as that will has been ex- 
pressed in America and Canada it is 
distinctly contrary to the concession 
of such immigration. With the ques- 
tion of immigration that of naturaliza- 
tion is inextricably involved. There 
cannot be naturalization without im- 
migration, while immigration without 
the ‘concession of naturalization, 
though conceivable and possible, is 
contrary to the genius of American 
institutions, which, as a general prop- 
osition, does not favor inhabitancy 
without the right of citizenship.” 


Assimilability of Japanese. 


Admiral Mahan then goes on to dis- 
cuss the’ assimilability of. Japanese 
with Europeans, and says: ‘! There ere 
‘those. wlio’ greatly dqubt .whether, in 
view of the very different foundations 
of the Japanese of the twentieth cent 
ary and of the recognize. strength 

and tenacity of character of the Japa- 
nese pecple; emphasize1. by their 
strong racial marks, they ‘could be as- 
similated. We-:who so think—and I 
am one—cordially recognize the: great 
progress of Japan and .admire. her 
achievements of the past half century, 
both civil and military, but we do not 
perceive in them promise of a ready 
adaptability to the spirit of our own 
institutions, which woulc render na‘- 
uralization expedient,.and immigra- 
tion, as I have said, with us implies 
naturalization. 

“Whatever our doubts: as to the ef- 
fect.upon our national welfare of the 
presence of an unassimilabie multitude 
of naturalized aliens, the presence of 
a ‘like number of unnaturalized for- 
eigners, of the same type, would even 
be worse. The question is -fundamen- 


idle to ignore the fact that the clear 
superficial evidences of difference 
which inevitably ‘sautent aux yeux’ 
‘ahd are due to marked racial types, do 
exasperate’ the difficulty. 

“ Personally I: entirely reject any as- 
sumption or belief that my race is su- 
perior to the Chinese or Japanese, but 
‘my,own suits me better, “This prob- 
ably is because I am used to it, but I 
wholly disclaim, as unworthy of my- 
self and them, any thought of supeé- 
riority. But with equal clearness I 
see and avow the difficulties of assimi- 
lation which are due to the formative 
influences of our divergent pasts. 


Points to French in Canada. 


* What the racial difficulty entails, 
even where the past has been one of 
close contact and common experi- 
ences, the present Austrian Empire 
can testify, and. Britons, too, may 
look to the French in Canada, to the 
Boers in South Africa, though these 
latter are of the same general Teuton 
stock.” . 

Admiral Mahan’ says Sir Valentine 
‘Chirol is mistaken when he says the 
United States of America “ waged the 
greatest civil war of modern times in 
order to establish the craim of the 
American negroes to equal rights of 
citizenship with the white population,” 
and that, therefore, : ‘“the color bar 
cannot logically be er as pro- 
hibitive.” 

The United States of ‘Kuo. gays 
Admiral Mahan, did not wage the War 


1 of Secession even for the abolition of 


slavery, still less for the equal rights 
of citizenship. 

He points out that the abolition 
proclamation came. eighteen months 
after the war began and purely as a 
measure of policy, while full rights of 
citizenship came er the war was 


though doubtless with this was min- 
giled much humanitarian feeling. He 
adds: “ While recognizing what I 


of the Japanese as of the white over 
the negro, it appeals to ‘meas reason-% 
able that a great number of my fel- 
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race problem, and one much more dif-

It is the recurrent 
problem which confronts Germany in 
Poland, Austria in her Slav province, 
Canada in her French population, and 
South Africa in the Boers, 

Despite her gigantic success up to 
the present in her assimilative proc- 
esses, America doubts her power to 
digest and assimilate the strong na- 
tional and racial characteristics 
which distinguish the Japanese, which 
are the secret of much of their suc- 
cess, and which, if I am not mistaken, 
would constitute them a continually 
solid and homogeneous body, essen- 
tially and unchangingly foreign.” 

The Times in an editorial article 
says there was a time when Admiral 
Mahan was disposed t> admit the va- 
lidity of the Japanése claims, and re- 
calls that’ he wrote ten years ago: 
“In the European family are evident- 
ly to be included the people of the 
United States as direct inheritors 
therefrom by blood and by accepted 
position, end also, more significantly 
stili, Japan,.if her claim be admitted, 
as I think it should be.” 

“If. we read Admiral Mahan’s letter 
aright,” adds The Times, “his views 
must have undergone considerable 
modification during the last decade.”

Kato Okazaki Here to Learn How 
the East Regards His Country,

feeling of. the Eastern States of this 
country toward Japan for' the Japanese 
Foreign Office. Mr. Okaz swho speaks 
English... fluently,, said that he. was in 
London. when _ he,received) a cable mes- 
sage from Marquis: Katsura, Premier 
of Japan, instructing him to proceed to 
New York. 

“We know ae feeling in the West,” 
said Mr. Okazaki, ‘‘and know. that the 
attitude of the Waatern people is against 
us. We do not ask for citizenship, as 
we are aware that the United States 
Supreme Court- bars the Japanese on 
account of race. Our people only de- 
sire the right to lease land in California. 

“At the present time cralaresce xr 
Japan is restricted, and takes 
ordinary man one month to get the 
necessary papers to depart from the 
country. I spent two weeks in getti 
the required passports and I am an of- 
ficial of the Government. I expect to 
spend three days in New_York -and 
three days or more in Washington, 
where I shall consult the Ambassador. 
I shall also call on Mr. Bryan, the Sec- 
retary of State, whom I met as a mem- 
ber of the Reception Committee when 
he visited Tokio,

The assaults upon him did 
not kill him, did not even. silence him. 
Doubtless he comforted: and uplifted 
many in the evening of his life. But 
his national importance was gone. He 
may have been measurably respon- 
sible for his own misfortunes, but 
envy, h:tred, and malice combined to 
besmirch his fame.

only .for aeroplane ac- 
cidents of this kind, but that of all the 
falls that human beings have ever suf- 
fered:: Longer“ descents have, indéed, 
been swiftly made by helpless balloon- 
ists, but only a few mishaps to-a bal- 
loon wholly and immediately destroy its 
sustaining ‘power, and escapes in such 
Acases are due to the more or less effi- 
cient action as a parachute of. the 
wrecked gas container. 

As a matter of fact, of course, Lieut. 
TowzRs would have met the fate of his 
less fortunate companion had he not 
been able.to retain his hold on the aero- 
plane, and had not the disaster been the 
result of a capsizing instead of a col- 
lapse of its broad planes. Thus. the 
speed of the terrible journey was miti- 
gated just enough to prevent the impact 
on the water that killed Ensign BrL- 
LINGSLEY: from being fatal to the other 
aviator. 

The lesson of the accident would seem 
to. be found in the proof it supplies that 
a long-recognized need can be’ met, for 
there are no obviously insuperable dif- 
ficulties in the way of so constructing 
aeroplanes that descent at more than a 
given speed would automatically open 
out to the air enough of resisting sur- 
face to give. their passengers an even 
better chance for life than Lieut..Tow- 
ERS had. Probably nothing could be de- 
vised that would make mechanical] flight 
entirely safe, but any measurable dimi- 
nution of its present dangers would 
be cheaply obtained, even though the ac- 
quisition inyolved some loss of speed 
and prevented the gaining of extreme 
altitudes. 

The day of this accident was one 
marked. by unusual atmospheric dis- 
turbances of exactly the d that can- 
not be foreseen as to de by an avi- 
ator. There were many strong currents, 
both ascending and descending, due to 
conflicts between high and low temper-/ 
atures. These constitute the so-called 
‘holes in the air,’’ of which we used to 
hear more than now, and there is noth- 
ing so perilous to the navigators of ma- 
chines heavier than air. The sailor of 
the sea can note #he coming of a squalt 
from afar by itseaction on the water, 
but the sailor of the air has no such 
warning of inequalities in his supporting 
medium, and he should be somehow 
safeguarded against them, if possible.

son of the earning powers demonstrated 
by those who have “ gone through col- 
lege,”’ as the saying is, and those who 
thave mot made that journey. _ Still, 
statistiés of that sort ar@ by no means 
as nearly meaningless as he declared 
them to be, nor is it safe to assume, as 
he did, that the superiority of.collegians 
as a class to non-collegians as a class, 
as money-makers, is the result of a 
process of selection independent of the 
teaching they receive. 

That assumption is not as often jus- 
tified nowadays as formerly, more of 
both boys and girls of ordinary abili- 
ties going to college at present than in 
the past for other reasons than a love 
of learning, and at most of these insti- 
tutions a fair representation of all the 
social grades can be found. A’ good 
many. of them are sent there, and a 
good. many of them go there, merely 
because it has come to be rather gener- 
ally recognized as a judicious as well 
as ‘tthe proper’’ thing fo do. 

That they. all do not come out schol- 
ars, or even well educated, is only too 
easily discoverable from thejr conversa- 
tion and the uses they make of their 
leisure, and the recent report from San 
Francisco that the Dishwashers’ Union 
in that city. contains a hundred college 
graduates; while probably an exaggera- 
tion, does hint the frequency with which 
so-called students are. graduated with 
as little ability for acquiring wealth as 
for gaining other kinds of. distinction. 

If the collegians do more than average 
well in after life, and all the figures 
prove it, thefr success must be credited 
to thelr teaching in some degree. Of 
course they have obtained nothing that 
cannot be obtained elsewhere by the 
particularly vigorous, able, and‘ ambi- 
tious seeker, but they do get conven- 
iently and cheaply something very well 
worth while. That a college education 
ever hurt anybody is most doubtful. 
irhat it fails to be of help to not a few 
is true, but in all probability every one 
of these graduate failures would have 
been a worse failure if he had not gone 
to college—more fnefficient and more 
discontented with humble toils. 

It is tirésome to be always recalling 
the etymological meaning of ‘ educa- 
tion,” especially as etymological mean- 
ings so rarély have more than the re- 
motest of relations to real ‘meanings, 
yet it is-a fact never to be ignored that 
the servige of colleges is to draw some- 
thing out, not to put something in—to 
train ability, not to create it.

Mc y Do Great Harm In the Hands 
i of the Ignorant. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The very readable letter to THE TiMEs 
from Dr. William J. “Robinson on ‘the 
subject of poisonous drugs in the house- 
hold conveys warning from. one who 
should be esteemied as an authority to 
be heeded. 

Those of us unlearned % therapeutics 
and materia medica are without know- 
ledge of the needs of our physical sys- 
tem in the direction of remedies for 
some of its ills. As a desultory reader 
I have at times reached anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, diagnosis, prog- 
nosis, and. chemistry, and’ confess. ignor- 
ance of all—each a distinct science, but 
in collaboration in ‘many intricacies in 
the treatment of ailments. 

The most densely ignorant of my. 
acquaintances, according to their acts, 
seem to have.a most intimate knowl- 
edge. of their internal arrangements. 
We know the helplessness of the aver- 
age person in the use of tools, devices, 
or materials for the general needs of 
minor handicraft about the home, and 
the common ignorance of the first prin- 
ciples of mechanical forces exerted at 
every hand which contribute to. our 
comfort. Selected trades are called into 
recognition for’ repairs; to watches, 
locks, roofs, lighting, water and heat- 
ing appurtenances; for shoes, clothing, 
tonsorial treatment, &c., where the pre- 
cise needs are apparent ‘at a- glance, 
and in many instances-to be provided 
by small manual skill. 

But when thé “ fearfully. and wonder- 
fully made’? human ‘body only is: out 
of order great masses of péople assume 
scientific knowledge. A. ,. haphazard 
diagnosis is made in the dark, in a 
double sense, and indulgence in self- 
prescribed medicines follows. Every 
medicine is poisonous unless judiciously 
employed, and the lay fonsumer is in- 
eapable of quantitative and qualitative 
analysis,. and some of them lay their 
lives on the altar of ignorance. The 
employment of so-called household 
remedies must be very extensive be- 
cause a department store. catering 
largely to, poor people recently adver- 
tised- a pargain sale of medicine ¢abi- 
nets—a most dangerous possession of 
the ignorant.

There is an increasing number of women 
who are earnest pro-suffragists who refusé 
to connect themselves with the organized ef- 
fort to bring about equal suffrage. 

The first reason for ‘this reluctance lies 
in the fact that the. spectacular and fre- 
quently sensational methods employed. by the 
present organizations do. not appeal to con- 
servative women. 
very slow’ progress toward the coveted %goal, 
and very rapid progress toward the’ militant 
methods being carried on.in England. Meth- 
ods which are. revolting to all right-thinking 
men and women alike are doubly deplorable 
to the ‘pro-suffragist, who feels that such 
measures are a heats; hindrance to a righteous 
cause. 

The second. reason for holding back is that 
the arguments put forth for joining the or- 
ganized movements seem vague and insuffi- 
cient to thinking women in search of en- 
lightenment. When women obtain the vote, 
as it seems fair to assume they will do 
sooner or later, it is obvious that they must 
be. prepared to vote with greater intelli- 
gence and honesty than the great rank and 
file of men voters.. Else why vote? The 
crying need {fs not for an increased number 
of votes but for a greatly increased per- 
centage of intelligent votes. 

This fact seems to be lost sight of by the 
spokeswomen ‘of the “several organizations. 
Their mission should be to awaken among 
women a strong desire for accurate knowl- 
edge of all live issues of town, State, and 
country, ,and to instruct along those ‘lines. 
Instead, in their zeal’ to gain numbers, they 
discuss’ but few of the wrongs that can be 
corrected by the ballot. Those few are for 
the most part of a sensational nature, and, 
carried to the point of hysteria, attract the 
morbid and the thoughtless but do not sat- 
isfy the serious person.

Wash the cloth 
immediately after breakfast and keep 
dn a jar of cold water, never permitting 
it to get dry, and freshening the water 
every day.

ICE FREE FROM AMMONIA. 


Artificial Product Does Not Come in 
Contact with It. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

A recent article in THz Trmz8 says: 

With artificial ice, care must be taken 
not to let fish come. in ¢ontact with it, as 
the ammonia used in freezing it affects 
the fish. | 

You are probably awaré that in mak- 
ing artificial ice no chemical whatever 
comes in direct contact with. the water 
frozen. In the ordinary can process of 
manufacturing ice the evaporation of 
anhydrous ammonia is made use of. to 
chill: brine. The water from which the 





into galvanized iron cans, which in turn 
are immersed in the chilled brine. The 
ice forms in these cans, and when frozen 
solid. the cans are drawn out of the 
brine and the ice thawed out by run- 
ning warm water over the outside of 
the can. The ice is then emptied out, 
the can brought back’ to the tank of 
brine, and refilled with water. 

From this it will be seen that the am- 
monia refrigerates the. brine, andthe 
brine in turn freezes the ice: In a plant 
ih good repair it is absolutely impos- 
-Sible for any ammbnia to come in con- 
tact with the distilled water. 

It seems to be the current impression 
that In order to freeze ice artificially 
the ammonia in some way is mixed with 
the water, and \in order to help. dispel 
this impression I take the liberty of 
calling your attention to the above para- 
graph. _ N. H. HILLER,.

INCOME TAX “INJUSTICE.” 





Denies Separate Exemption from 
Married Women’s Incomes. 


To the Editar of Fhe New York Times: 

The Income Tax bill, incorporated in the 
Tariff bill, which is now before Congress,’ 
would, if enacted as it now stands, do mar- 
‘Tied women a great injustice. On Seat 141 
we read the following, viz.: 


Provided, that only one Sediaction of 
$4,000 shall be made from the aggregate 
income of all the members of any family 
composed of one or both parents and one 
or more minor children, or husband and 
wife, but if the wife is living permanently 
apart from her husband she may be taxed 
independently. 

This bill would persecute and penalize the 
married women who live with, their hus- 
bands, and are not ‘‘living permanently 
apart” from thém. 

It is unjust and inequitable to deny to 
the married woman living with her hus- 
band the inalienable rightgto be legally a 
person. whose wages earned outside the home 
and whose income from the property belong 
to her absolutely, jndependent of the income 
of her husband... There are only eight or 
nine States in the Union whose Jaws deny 
her this right. Such archaic, illogical legis- 
lation should not be enacted by the Federal 
Congress in view of the fact that the vast’ 


married woman a person. It took the en- 
lightened pioneer women of New York State 
many years of agitation before the Married 
Woman’s Property act of 1848 ‘was: enacted 
into law, and the married woman was then 
evolved into a person distinct from her hus- 
band. 

This bill also penalizes the man who mar- 
ries, establishes a home, and brings up citi- 
zens for the State. He will be taxed,’ ‘not 
as an individual, but he must add to his 
income: that of his wife» and of his minor 
children before he can have $4,000 deducted. 
It ig, not good policy to penalize the home- 
makers, for the homes are the foundation 
stones of the Nation. It: is against public 
policy to impair the rights of persons be- 
cause they marry, establish homes, bring up 
citizens. for the State, and like each other so 
well that they do not wish to ‘‘ Hive perma- 
nently apart.’’

Government to + Qiee Acquittals 
Clearly to Prevent Misreading.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Misuse of 
court decisions under the Pure Food law 
has caused the Department of Agricul- 
ture to change the form of notices it is- 
sues. giving the result of actions under 
that act. Hereafter-the headings of 
these notices will show at a glance 
whether the Government has won its 
suit or the defendant manufacturer has 
been acquitted. 

The department had discovered that 
salésmen used these notices to prejudice 
customers against a competitor’s goods, 
even where the competitor was ac- 
quitted, because it was frequently 
necessary to read the entire order of 
judgment to learn whether the defendant 
had been aequitted or otherwise. 

Publication of the judgment is the 
severest part of the penalty when the 
Government has. won its case against 
the manufacturer, and the department 
does not. want those who have won. their 
cases against the Governmient to suffer | ;

Contending that the problem of good 
roads is as much a national problem 
for the United States as was the rail- 
road problem of: fifty, years ago, or as 
is the Panama Canal, .C.: H. Claudy 
analyzes, in the current issue of 
Suburban Life, the road sityation as’ it 
affects the’ nation. He points out the 
necessity- of having a system which is 
not composed of dead ends and culs de 
zac, but which gridirons. the whole 
country with highways of the highest 
type. The two schools of thought con- 
cerning national participation in road 
building are widely separated. 

“One,” he . writes, .‘‘is that which 
asks of the national: Government the 
early establishment of a system of na- 


‘tional highways, to be built, repaired, 


and maintained by the national Gov- 


j ernment; the other is what is known 


as the Federal aid school, which prays 
our Legislature to grant aid to the 
States to help them build their own 
roads. Michigan has a system of State 
aid for roads, or State reward. It 
gives money to counties and townships 
as rewards for building certain. kinds 
of roads. These rewards range all the 
way from $250. per mile for sand clay 
of certain acceptable specifications to 
$1,000 ‘per mile for certain types of 
concrete roads. What is the result? 
Michigan has hundreds -of miles of 
roads, beginning nowhere, going no- 
where, ending nowhere. a heaa map of 
Michigan is dotted with patie pieces. of 
roads. 

‘Massachusetts has one of the most 
effective highway commissions in the 
Union. It builds State roads for its 
own use. One central authority spends 
one central appropriation on one _ proj- 
ect,. the perfecting of a State system 
of highways to serve the State as a 
whole.

BACK PRON CANADA) 


Held as Leader of Band Which 
Robbed and Burned Dier 
House on Staten Island. 


SIX ARE NOW IN CUSTODY 


Le Roy Caught Also—Jewels Worth 
' $4,000 Held Up by Customs. 
Inspector on the Border. 


Armand Fauchon and Emile Le Roy, 
who, following the robbery and burning 
of the home of Jacques Dier in Staten 
Island. on June 6, fled to Montreal, were 
brought back yesterday by Central 
Office Detectives Ditsch .and Borgman, 
and locked up in the Richmond County 
Jail. The prisoners are’ charged with 
arson and robbery and will be arraigned 
before Magistrate Handy in the First 
District Court this. morning. 

Six persons, including the two pris- 
oners brought from Montreal, are 
now in custody charged with having 
had a hand in the robbery and burning 
of the Dier home. They: are Armand 
Fauchon, / Elsie Fauchon, his wife,; 
Ernest Fauchon, their son: Albert. Pleu- 
ckot, Emile Le Roy, and Louis Le 
Grand. > 

The Richmond County Grand Jury.is 
expected to return twelve indictments 
for the fire and robbery, as Well as 
on charges of whiie siavery, which 
were brought up after the arrest of 
some of the prisoners. 

Four. of the prisoners will be indicted 
directly for the Dier fire and robbery. 
District Attorney Fach and the police 
are now bending their efforts to appre- 
hend a, seventh man. This man learned 
that the police suspected him: and’ dis- 
appeared. The police, however, have a 
good line on him and are confident of 
apprehending him befor¢ long. : 

The arrest of Fauchon, whom “Dis- 
trict Attorney Fach says -was.the leader 
of the band, and of Le Roy was, at- 
tended by dramatic features. Jacques 
Dier,.a retired acrobat, and his wife 
were the guests at a dinner party at 
the roadhouse of their friend, Albert 
Pleuchot, in Huguenot Park, S. I., when 
word was brought to them that their 
home was on fire. It developed after- 
ward that the Diers jewelry,, worth 
$4,000, had been stolen, and that the 
house had been set on fire to conceal 
the robbery 

A ahort 4 time after the fire, Fauchon 
disappeared from his home in _ the 
French settlement in Staten Island. He 
was arrested by the Montreal police on 
June 13 at a hotel. He showed the pro- 
prietor of the hotel a’ small satchel 
which he said contained gems worth 
$4,000, and asked him to put it in the 
hotel safe for safe keeping. The pro- 
prietor, becoming suspicious of Fauchon, 
notified the police and the man was 
arrested. When he was arraigned in the 
King’s Court, in Montreal, he attempted 
to escape by jumping out of a window. 
He was searched, and bank books show- 
ing deposits of $6,000 were found. Le 
Roy was arrested the same day at the 
hotel where he went to meet Fauchon. 

The two consented to return to New 
York without requisitions, and Detect- 
ives Ditsch and Borgman started back 
with them. When the train reached the 
Canadian line it was boarded by a 
United States Customs Inspector, who 
demanded the Dier gems. Ditsch ex- 
plained that the gems had been stolen, 
and exhibited credentials showing that 
he was a member of the New York City 
Police Department. The train was de- 
layed for twenty minutes while the two 
men argued the case, The Inspector 
finally decided to keep the jewels. 

Fauchon, according to District At- 
torney Fach, admitted that he was at 
home the hignt of the fire, but denied 
that he had anything to do ‘with it. He 
said that the seventh man for whom 
the og are looking, brought the gems 
to the hotel in Montreal and gave them 
to him, telling him to take care of 
them. He admitted he knew that Dier’'s 
house had been robbed and that the 
gems had been taken. 

Le Roy said that he went to Montreal 
at the request of Mrs. Faucnon,. who 
asked him to try to persuade her hus- 
band to return to Staten Island. He 
said he did not know the gems had 
been stolen. 


TAILORS MAKE DEMANDS. 


Some Increases of More Than 50 
Per Cent. in Wages Asked. 


About 5,000 tailors\who have been or- 
ganized as the Alteration Tailors’ Union 
have made demands for a new scale: of 
wages and working conditions. Accord- 
ing to the organizer, Solomon Rosman, 
increases in wages of more than 50 per 
cent. in somie cases are asked. These 
are the demands: 

A working week of fifty hours work- 
ing six days in the week, with legal 
holidays and Saturday afternoons off; 
no overtime between June 1 and Sept. 
15 or between Dec. 15 and March 15; 
overtime to be allowed during the rest 
of the year ohly when the shops are 
all working to their full capacity;. no 
overtime to be allawed on turdays, 
and all overtime to be paid for at double 
rates, The wages asked are: First 
class tailors, male, $24 a week; female, 
$18: skirt tailors, male, $18; female, $16; 

operators, $18; pressers, ’$21. Second 
class: Tailors, male, $20; female, $16.
